j M LangSTon, Esq., the eminent colored, lawyer of 
Obe'rlin, Ohio, delivered a lecture here last week in 
Concert Hall, in the course instituted by the enterpris¬ 
ing colored people of this city. I believe this gentle¬ 
man had never appeared before a Philadelphia au¬ 
dience prior to this occasion. It is weirtbat we should 
v n0 w him by meeting him face to face, and learn what 
bis capacity is by listening to hie words, so fluent, so 
emphatic, so eloquent, so indicative of knowledge in 
general and acquaintance with material facts, impress¬ 
ing one forcibly of his scholarly.tfjtainments as well as I 
his natural ability. He talks like a smart, (Juick- 
sighted, clear-headed lawyer, and the fraternity have 
ho reason to be ashamed of this offering which Africa | 
bestows upon the bar, for surely he gives no sign o 
suspicion of dishonoring the profession. 

His lecture was well appreciated. His manner is 
the opposite of anything akin to dulness, being char¬ 
acterized by quickness, animation and vigor. He deals 
largely in facts, supporting well his arguments thereby, 
and freely using them to enforce the truth of his re¬ 
marks. He believes, as a matter of course, in Ameri¬ 
can liberty, broad, deep and universal, not only for the 
black man, but likewise for the white man ; fbr the 
latter, he said, never enjoyed thorough liberty Before 
the war, civil, religions and political, and gave histori¬ 
cal instances showing how the liberties of the white 
population were dwarfed and restrained through the 
despote influence of the slave oligarchy. It cramped 
alikevne spirit which wrought fife Declaration of In¬ 
dependence, the power that slept in the Constitution, 
and the full enunciation of Bible truths. That dread 
influence poisoned the life-principle of the genius of 
American institutions, and when the venerahle Samuel 
Hoar was expelled from the State of South Carolina, 
American liberty fell bleeding at the feet of -the Slave' 
Power. American slavery impaired and imperiled the 
liberties of alL When the white man puts the yoke pf 
bondage upon the necks of negroes,' tie is all the white 
forging chains for himself. 

The speaker extolled Charles-Soraner as being one 
of the few white men in this country who_are true to 
God and humanity. He would be glad to have him 
succeed Mr. Lincoln as’ the next President of .the United 
States. He reposes faith in Mr. Lincoln, and spoke of 
him as being an instrument under the direction of 
Providence for fhe attainment of the great work; of'ie- 
livering the slave from bondage, and raising the nation 
out of darkness into light. - 

He referred to the fact of the caloredpeSple in tfttis 
city being shorn of their rights, condemning in terms 
of mingled scorn and sarcasm their exclusion!' frpm 
the street cars. But the people of tile city oft ^ad¬ 
vanced civilixation ” seem to have become .as. callous 
to censure and derision, so frequently cast upon them 
for their guilty course, as they are hardened in their 
crime. 

The speaker referred with satisfaction and gratitdde 
to the improved and still improving condition of -af- 
fairs, and believed fully and undoubtihgly in the pro¬ 
gress- of the great work of entire national regenera¬ 
tion. An intereatiog allusion was made to his recent 
visit to the cities of Nashville,'Louisville and St. 
Louis, where he spoke a number of times, always 
with perfect freedom, withholding no truth he (wished 
to utter. 

In common with other speakers in this course of lec¬ 
tures, he advocated the duty of granting to the colPbed 
citizen the use of fhe ballot. This, he said, was the 
next step to be taken in order to perTeet .the systemlif 
American Democracy. Hesupported this just claim by 
plain, brief argument, declaring that the negro would 
not be satisfied without it. Emancipation had expanded 
his mind, soul, feelings and aspirations. He had written 
In blood all over the face of the land the assurance that 
he is a man, loyal and brave. He had proved his pa¬ 
triotism and his fidelity to the laws of the United States. 
Theirs was the only class in the country thf(t had never 
produced a traitor. Treason in our land, he remarked, 
had never encased itself in ebony. He expressed full 
confidence in the belief that before long it would be de¬ 
cided that a man’s rights in this country were not to be 
measured by the color of his skin. Chief-Justice Chase 
would so decide whenever the question shall be brought 
before him. What the colored man asked for wi 
erty, justice and the enjoyment of all his rights. 

Mr. Langston's advice to colored people was, to get 
wealth, to acquire education, to grow strong in know¬ 
ledge, to secure character and influence, and to use 
these as moral levers to elevate them to the dignity of 
manhood and womanhood. I 

I intended last week saying something in reference 
to the lecture of Mrs. F. Watkins Harper, which u 
given in this same course,, but was prevented from 
doing. In briefly alluding to it now I would jay that 
she spoke very acceptably, painting in impressive terms 
the wrongs and outrages which the colored people have 
endured in this country, generation after generation, 
and mingling her words of thankfulness and gratula- 
tion with those of all the lovers of true liberty in vifew 
of its dawning hour. She is a pleasing speaker, and 
her varied utterances, now pathetic, now aglow with 
eloquent appeal, then sarcastic and sometimes ludicrous, 
could not fail to produce a healthful effect upon the 
minds and feelings ot the audience. Oscak. 


The Constitutional AjfExmosxT.—The Legislature of 
Vermont, conven^ in special session by proclamation 
of the Governor*n Thursday, the 9th inst., to con¬ 
sider and act upon the proposed Anti-Slavery Amend-I 
ment of the U. S. Constitution, promptly passed^jp act 
of ratification, unanimously in the Senate, and by a vote 
of 217 to 2 in the Hoose. 

Counting Virginia and Louisiana, Vermont is the 
19th State that has ratified the Amendment—omitting 
them, she is the 17th. We remarked last week that, 
without counting Virginia and Louisiana, whose posi¬ 
tion as States is at present doubtful, the list of States 
which bad then ratified the Amendment was IT. In 
this we were mistaken, the number being btit 16 
adding Vermont, the list ia now 17. We said also £hat 
there were five loyal States, which had not then acted 
upon the question, but whose votes in favor of ratifica¬ 
tion were sure, viz: Vermont, New Hampshire, Con¬ 
necticut, California, Oregon. We should have included[ 
m this list Iowa, whose Legislature, unless called 
gether in special session, ^rill not meet till the 2d Mon-1 r 
day rn January, 1S66. Adding Vermont to the list of 
States that have jlready ratified, we still have 5 othei 
yet to act, whose votes are certain ; and these drifted 
to those-wUl make 22—three more than Mr. Sumner 
thinks are reqaired. 

., G °7‘ Bramlette does not acquiesce in the rejection of ] 
the Constitutional Amendment by the Kentucky Legis¬ 
lature. He has sent in a message telling the Legisla¬ 
ture their action is not final; that the question ia open 
and the right to ratify remains. He hopes the people 
will reverse the decision when they elect the next 
Legislature. He says slavery ia irrevocably doomed, 
and has become burdensome, and that the true policy 
and interest of the State requires the ratification of the 
Amendment.

Latest News in Brief. 

THE MARCH OP VICTORY—SHERMAN, SHERIDAN, SCHOFIELD. 

Prom the T'mes of Wednesday. 

A thousand canards are brought low, a thousand 
falsehoods set at rest, a thousand fears dispelled by a 
single sentence from the pen of Gen. Sherman. It pricks 
the bombast of the Richmond newspapers, explains the 
reticence of the rebel authorities, and. we hope, will, 
for a time, bring shame and silence to the rebel sympa¬ 
thizing organs in this city—one of which has been for 
weeks insisting that Sherman was in full flight back¬ 
ward from Joe. Johnston, and the other, only yesterday, 
devoted several colnmns te showing that his campaign 
was a failure, and his army retreating to Charleston. 
The ink that gave visible existence to this nonsense was 
not dry when the bulletin of Secretary Stanton con¬ 
verted it into the material for irrepressible laughter. 

. The dispatch of Gen. Sherman to the government is 
dated on Wednesday last, just one week ago, at Laurel 
Hill (in Richmond County, near Fayetteville, N. C ), and 
the brief extract from it with which we are favored is 
in these words : “ We are oil well and are doing finely ” 
If Fayetteville, then, were hi3 destination, being oDly 
two days’ march from it, Sherman must have reached 
it by Saturday morning last. At Fayetteville he would 
And-Admiral Porter’s fleet waiting for him ; and the 
glorious veteran army, after its forty days’ inarch 
through the wilderness, would find a hearty welcome 
from thousands of jolly sailors, and would find also a 
superabundance of supplies. At Fayetteville they will 
doubtless be shod, clad and shaved, and put in proper 
trim for their appearance before tbe good peopled 
North Carolina, and foe.making a fit impression upon 
Jeff Davis and Gen. Lee at Richmond, in company with 
tbe heroic old Army of the Potomac. 

The news from Schofield, further north, is even bet 
ter to-day than yesterday. It gets forth that on the 
10th “ Bragg’s army wag fairly beaten,” and in the night 
he retreated across the Neuse River. If the capture of 
our picket line on Wednesday was such an important 
victory for the rebels that Lee and Bragg had to rush 
out with special bulletins about it, we should like to in¬ 
quire why they have not been ffe prompt in giving the 
?wg of the subsequent-progress of the operation. 

From Sheridan also, operating near to Richmond, we 
have important intelligence, though not official. Ac¬ 
cording to his own dispatch, which we gave yesterday, 
was advancing toward Richmond from the west, and 
Friday last was within fifty miles of the city. It 
seems he kept on advancing upon the same line, for on 
Saturday we hear of him as within twenty miles of the 
rebel capital, operating with great success, and on the 
night of that day-the city v^as thrown into one of those 
shivering panics from which it has of late suffered so 
horribly. We got last night the Richmond papers of 
Monday morning, else wojjnight conjecture that Sheri¬ 
dan had by that time swept through the rebel capital, 
and made a personal visit to Jeff. Davis. We may re¬ 
mark, as a sign, that though the Richmond journals of 
Monday contain no news of Sheridan’s approach, they 
print several very devout hymns confessing their sins. 

Thus, now-a-days, the triumphs of the Union arms 
far exceed the expectations of even the most sanguine 
among the loyal, and the breaking down of the Confed.- 
eracy progresses with a rapidity that is exhilerating.

Officers are recording the names of 
our colored Soldiers, put at 27,000, and their families. 
They and others tell every able-bodied colored male 'to 
enlisffc, and every single female slave to marry a .colored 
soldier. ■ *

_od societies stvled Sons and Daughters of the Morning,, 
Daughters of Zion, etc., for relieving disabled colored

Charleston, March 3, 1865. 

To-day a scene was witnessed in thSCity bf Charles¬ 
ton which deserves an enduring record in the history 
of the rebellion. In front of the citadel, a military col¬ 
lege that was founded for the purpose of destroying the 
Union and erectihg on its ruins an empire whose coi 
ner-atone should be negro slavery—in the presence of 
great concourse of Federal officers and citizens, the 
black regiipent to'whom Charleston surrendered was 
drawn up ou parade, presented by Gen. Littlefield, its 
former commander, with a national frig, and eulogized 
as justly deserving of all the honors due to a loyal and 
heroic people,- Accustomed as we are here to the most 
marvelous changes, this sight and this speech seemed 
hardly credible. The sun sbpne brightly ; there was a 
cloudless sky ; the weather was warm and genial; the 
parade ground was green with the young grass ; a long 
line of black soldiers,'finely dressed; fextended along the 
eqtire front of the citadel*; another long line'off new re¬ 
cruits, fresh from the plantations, formed tbe second 
side of the hollow square ; while a multitude of men, 
women, and young children completed it. Behind, 
floating from the turrets of the Cas'tle-like citadel, was 
the “ Flag of the Free.” 

At three o’clock, Brig-Gen. Littlefield, accompanied 
by Lieut. : Col. Beanett, entered the hollow square and 
advanced toward the centre, where thirteen colored 
ladies, tastefully dressed (one of them holding the large 
flag and two others smaller ones), were waitiDg to re- 
e him. As the tall and handsome officer walked 
the square, the recollections which the whole scene 
aroused brought tears of joy to many eyes, and the 
speech that he made on presenting the flag gave birth 
to the most exultant feelings. Who, four years ago, 
would have prophesied that a Federal General, in ac¬ 
tual service, would have either dared or desired to re¬ 
ceive a flag from colored women in order to present it 
to a black regiment, and, in the heart of Charleston, 
have ventured to express sentiments so enlogistic, so 
uncompromising, so true as those which Gen. Little¬ 
field uttered in front of the citadel! He said : 

GEN. LITTLEFIELD’S SPEECH. 

Soldiers of the Twenty-first U. 8. Colored Troops 
Your mothers and sisters have commissioned me tc 
present you this Ensign of the Republic. When your old 
masters first sought to tear it do wo, the government did 
not accord to you the right to rally in its defence. You 
were thrust from our lines, back to bondage, to hold 
up the hands of traitors. Your sympathy was feared 
as an omen of ill that migh^Sn some mysterious way 
bring defeat to our army, and intensify the struggle for 
nationality. Four millions of loyal hearts praying for 


joy that is blooming in all our hearts to-day. Our 
fathers, sons, and brothers, give you their stout 
arms and their lives. We bring you our prayers and 
our hearts full of thanksgiving. God bless you all for¬ 
ever and ever. 

At the same time they gave the General a white 
swan’fan, as a gift to the President of the United 
States. 

Gen. Littlefield was proud of his day’s work, and 
good cause to be. 

DABING OP REBEL NEGROES.

City Point, Va m March 8,186i 

A curious instance of negro daring and recklessness 
transpired several days ago at the front of the cavalry 
division. The Sixth Ohio Regiment had been doing 
picket duty in the vicinity of the Jerusalem plank 
road, and the men observed that in dark nights while 
at their posts, shots had been fired at them, evidently 
from the rear. A few nights ago a couple of 
the regiment being thus fired on by an unseen fo 
menced cautiously “ prospecting around,” as they say 
in the oil land, and presently perceived by the reflec¬ 
tion of the moonlight, a couple of rifles thrust over the 
brow of an abandoned infantry breastwork several 
hundred yards in their rear. Unmistakably they re¬ 
vealed the lurking place of bushwhackers, and the 
Ohio “boys” forthwith took steps to bag them. 
Stealthily moving around and coming upon the enemy’s 
flanked rear, they made a charge with sabres drawn. 
The charge was successful, resulting in tbe capture of 
two negroes, one of whom, however, received a severe 
sabre cut in the head before he would yield himself a 
prisoner. The other, evidently a fellow of “ fine 
moral Sensibilities,” was struck with repentance, and 
begged to be forgiven. They were marched off to 
corps headquarters under guard, and will probably be 
hung, after the forms of the law have been satisfied.

History 
shall preserve your great deeds, and posterity accord 
the glory which your valor won. In the future I see 
this whole country peaceful, prosperous and happy, 
teeming with schools where every child is educated, 
and churches where ail are blest. I see a mighty 
nation emerging from this fiery trial, purified and 
strengthened, powerful and just, bearing the ark of 
liberty, and under God molding to his will the des¬ 
tinies of jations.

Loyalty in Charleston.—T he “ loyal ” white 
Unionists are holding private meetings-to complete fists of 
Union men, to be divided into first, second, and third 
classes. At the meeting the other night, they elected Mr. 
Aiken, the exmwner of eleven hundred slaves, a “ first- 
class" Unionist. This result was not arrived at without 
considerable debate, the reason for which will be apparent 
long ia this correspondence. With one or two cxcep- 
s, these so called loyalists are the veriest Rip Van 
Winkles alive. They seem totally unconscious of the 
enormous strides that Northern opinion has taken since 
the rebels fired on Fort Snmter. They awake and shout 
for King George with quite a pathetic lustiness; but they 
will find no response from the present rulers, unless I very 
greatly misjudge them.

Sawyer and Geddings, both of them former teachers in the 
Public Schools. Their pitiful remonstrance was heard re¬ 
spectfully, and the public schools will he opened to all 
loyalists, or others, who choose to come. The highest 
ideal Of tfie Union tfiat these pfeople seem to have is a re¬ 
storation as nearly as possible of the old state of things. 
They are quite witling that the traitor who delivered up

Applicants for the privilege of opening private 
echoolH were required to take the oath of allegiance 
and to pledge themselves that, they would use no 
book recognizing the existence of the rebel govern¬ 
ment, or sing, teach or permit any expression of dis¬ 
loyalty to the United States. Several applicants 
agreed to these conditions. 

All rebel school books have been ordered ttHbe 
delivered up. Receipts are given to their owners 
f or <i-- copies of incendiary publications confis¬ 

cated.” 


Pour hundred negroes have been already recruited 
in Charleston. The utmost eagerness prevails to 
enlist. New York State, I understand, -will have the 
benefit of these enlistments. Gen. Littlefield is 
prosecuting the work with vigor. Msj.-Gen. Saxton" 
will return here on Tuesday to explain Gen. Sher¬ 
man’s (or Secretary Stanton’s) Land System. Major 
Flynn is trying to organize a regiment of Irish and 
German citizens for service in this Department and 
believes that he will succeed in doing so. 


Trade is slowly recovering—the retail trade ; but 
there is no chance to make money here, nor will there 
be until the port is open to commerce. UnlesB this 
js done, there will be suffering here after the store 
of rice is consumed. To illustrate the present policy, 
I am reminded here of an incident that occurred at 
Post Headquarters yesterday. 

D. Williams, one of the committee of citizens 
charged with the distribution ot the rice, called and 
asked that an ortjer should be issued ‘ requiring the 
colored people to meet at specified places on one day, 
and the whites on the day succeeding. Col. Wood¬ 
ford declined to issue it on the ground that he did 
not intend to use the words while, black or colored 
in any official order. His answer was quite epi¬ 
grammatic. 

“ Sib : When a man approaches me with the shield 
of loyalty before him, he seems so bright that I cannot 
see that he is black ; and when he comes with the 
shield of disloyalty, he looks so black that I cannot 
see that he is white!” 


Capt. Robert Small returned to Charleston Feb. 
12 in tbe same’vessel in which he escaped from' 
the city in the Spring of 1862—the Planter. As 
it passed Fort Sumter it had all its three flags 
flying, and the Captain’s face beamed with satisfac¬ 
tion as he saw the Stars and Stripes on its parapets 
once more. He had, as passengers on the Planter, 
Brevet Maj.-Gen. Saxton,'Major Saxton, the brother 
of Maj.-Gen. Howard, some officers of Sherman's 
Army, Judges Cooley and Worden, United States 
Tax Commissioners, Rev. Mr. Barnard of Boston, 
;Mt\ J. H. Hairis of Hayti, and Mr. Newcombe, , 
Agent of the Freedmen’s Relief Assooiaiion. The 
Planter has been refitted, since its flight from 
Charleston, at an expense of $40,000.
